On 23 Oeteber, during the cover drop to resupply Apple/2 the aircraft had 
dropped about one half of it* cargo of 300,000 copies of "The People* • Revenge" 
leaflet before It van damaged by anti-aircraft fire, an d the remaining leaflets 
were thrown out over the eea enroute to Italy* 
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he 1 November issue of OBtEEK together with 750 nans of food which is 
approximately one half of the remaining inventory and 250,000 copies of a leaflet 
which warns of possible food tampering by the Coamunists are scheduled to be 
dropped on 21 Bovember, fbe delay in this drop has been caused by Air Support's 
decision that hereafter it will fly missions only during the full noon phases.
